T esolved,  Two  thirds  o’  tlv  s< : tors 
present  concutting  therein,  that  the  se- 
nate do  advise  and  consent  to  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  treaty  of  amity, .settlement, 
and  limits,  made  and  concluded  at  Wash- 
ington, on  the  22d  day  of  Fninw, 
If  19,  between  the  United  States  md  :.is 
Catholic  Majesty.

STo  all  whom  these  presents  shall  con- 
cern, Greeting : 

Whereas,  a » rcaly  of  Amity,  Settlc- 
ttient,  and  Limits,  between  the  Utjitcd 
Slates  of  America  and  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty, was  concluded  and  signed  between 
their  plenipotentiaries  in  this  city,  cn 
ti  e 23d  dayoftite  present  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, which  treaty  is  word  for  word, 
as  follows — (see  copy  herewith  transmit- 
ted ) And  whereas,  the  senate  of  the 
United  States,  by  their  resolution,  on  the 
24th  day  of  the  same  month,  two  thirds 
Of  the.  senators  then  present  concurring, 
did  advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification 
of  the  said  treaty. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  James  Monroe, 
President  ofthe  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, having  seen  and  considered  the  trea- 
ty above  recited,  do,  in  pursuance  of  the 
aforesaid  advice  and  consent  of  the  sen- 
ate ofthe  United  States,  by  these  pre- 
sents accept,  ratify,  and  confirm  the  said 
treaty,  and  every  clause  and  article  there 
•of,  as  the  same  are  hereinbefore  set 
;fevth. 

In  faith  whereof,  I have  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica to  bi  affixed  hereunto.  Giver

John  Forsyth, 

Sit- — The.  treaty  of  amity,  settlement, 
and  limits,  between  the  United  States  and 
Spain,  concluded  on  the  22d  ultimo,  and 
rutiried  on  the  part  of  the  United  States, 
having  provided  for  the  adjustment  of 
all  important  subjects  of  difference  be- 
tween the  two  nations,  the  first  object  of 
your  mission  will  be  to  obtain  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  Spanish  government,  and 
receive  it  in  exchange  for  ours,  the  au- 
thentic instrument  of  which  is  commit- 
ted to  your  charge.  The  United  States 
•ship  Hornet,  capt.  Read,  is  in  readiness 
at  Boston,  and  orders  have  been  des- 
patched under  which  you  will  take  pas- 
*"gc.  in  her  for  Cadiz.  It  is  desirabh 
that  you  should  etnbark  without  delay. 
On  your  arrival  in  Spain,  the  Hornet 
wili  remain  at  Cadiz,  subject  to  your  or- 
ders, until  the  exchange  of  the  ratifies 
tions  can  be  cffcitcd.  And  if,  as  antic! 
pated,  no  obstacle  should  intervene  to 
delay  that  transaction,  you  will,  upon  re- 
ceiving the  Spanish  ratified  copy,  im 
mediately  forward  it  to  captain  Read, 
With  directions  to  bring  it  immediately 
to  the  United  States.  As  the  ulterior 
destination  of  the  Hornet  will  be  the 
<iitlp!i  of  Mexico,  the  port  to  which  it 
•will  be  adtisabie  for  him  to  coine, wiii 
be  New  York. 

On  exchanging  the  ratifications,  cer- 
tificates of  the  fact  will  be  mutually 
executed  and  delivered  by  you  and  the 
Spanish  minister  with  whom  you  will 
make  the  exchange.  Copies  of  that 
■which  passed,  in  both  languages,  on  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  con- 
vention of  the  1 Uh  August,  1802,  arc 
now  furnished  you,  anil  will  serve  as 
fu.ms  to  be  used  in  the  performance  of 
t is  ceremony.  On  this  occasion,  as  up- 
<,n  ail  other*  upon  which  you  may  have 
p. cation  to  execute  any  document, j,oint, 


or  reciprocal,  with  a foreign  minister  of 
state,  you  will  be  careful  to  preserve  tin 
light  of  the  United  to  the  alternative  of 
being  fitst  named,  and  your  own  right, 
as  their  representative,  to  sign  first  ir 
the  papers  executed  ; while,  in  the  conn 
ter  parts,  the  other  contracting  party 
will  be  named  first,  and  the  foreign  min- 
ister will  first  sign  and  seal.  A rigid  ad- 
herence to  this  practice  has  become  ne- 
cessary, because  it  is  strictly  adhered  to 
by  all  the  European  sovereigns,  in  their 
compacts  w ith  one  another ; and,  be- 
cause the  United  States  having  hereto- 
fore sometiu.es  forborne  to  claim  this 
conventional  indication  of  etptal  dignity, 
some  appearance  of  a disposition  to  a'- 
lege  the  precedent  against  them,  as  af- 
fecting their  right  to  it,  was  manifested 
by  the  British  plenipotentiaries,  oh  ex- 
ecuting the  convention  of  3d  July,  1815, 
and  by  Mr.  de  Onis  at  the  drawing  up 
and  signing  of  this  treaty.  The  scruple 
was,  however,  in  both  cases  abandoned, 
and  tnc  right  of  the  United  States  to  the 
alternative  was  conceded.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected that  it  w ill  hereafter  be  question- 
ed, and  you  will  consider  it  as  a stand- 
ing instruction  to  abide  by  it  in  the  exe- 
cution of  any  instrument  of  compact, 
which,  as  a public  minister  of  the  United 
States,  you  may  be  called  to  sign. 

After  the  exchange  of  the  ratification, 
ycur  attention  will  be  directed  to  the  ob- 
i°ct  of  carrying  the  provisions  of  the 
treaty  into  effect.  The  orders  for  the  e- 
vac  ion,  by  the  Spanish  officers  and 
troops,  of  the  places  occupied  by  them 
in  the  Floridas,  will,  no  doubt,  be  imme- 
di-itely  issued,  and,  as  the  transports  and 
escorts  for  conveying  them  to  th  • Ha- 
vunna,  are  to  be  furnished  by  the  Unit- 
Cl_  ‘ri'atas,  it  is  lo  c l you  will  obtain  co- 
p'nsoJ  the  otdurs,  and  transmit  them 
uere  with  the  ratification  of  the  treaty. 
You  will  think  ii  advisable  to  keen  the 
Spanish  government  reminded  ofthe  n-- 
ccssity  to  include  in  the  orders  for  tl.c 
delivery  of  possession,  that  oi  all  the  ar- 
chives and  documents  relating  to  the  do- 
minion and  sovereignty.  The  a:  p in 
mem  of  a commissioner  And  surveyor, 
for  running  the  line  of  the  western  boon 
davy,  must  also  be  kept  in  remembrance 
tod  notice  given  to  us  as  soon  as  possi 
ole  after  their  appointment  You  wil’ 
collect  from  the  archives  of  the  legation 
at  Madrid,  all  the  documents  relating  to 
the  claims  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
upon  the  Spanish  government,  whicn 
have  been  deposited  there,  ant!  which 
come  within  the  description  of  claimc 
to  be  exhibited  to  the  commissionerr, 

under  the  11th  article  of  the  treaty 

You  will  send  ail  these  documents,  to- 
gether with  the  ratified  treaty,  to  tins 
department,  retaining  dcs:  riptivc  list? 
o!  them,  and,  if  necessary,  copies  of  such 
papers  for  which  no  equivalent  substitute 
could  be  produced  in  case  of  their  being 
lost.  Should  you  have  reason  to  believe 
that  any  documents  which  you  should 
be  able  to  specify,  were  in  possession  of 
the  Spanish  government,  tending  to  elu- 
cidate any  of  tnesa  claims,  von  will  en- 
deavor to  obtain  them.  Th  ’ treaty  pro- 
vid  s diat  they  shall  be  furnished  at  the 
demand  of  the  commissioners.  But,  as 
much  time  may  be  saved,  if \!icy  can  be 
suit  here  to  be  ready  when  the  commis- 
sion will  be  organized,  and  commence 
the  exercise  of  its  functions,  you  will, 
should  the  occasion  present  itself,  use 
your  end*  avors  to  that  effect.

ty of  amity,  settlement,  and  'units, -sign- 
ed by  u's  on  the  22d  of  last  mouth,  all 
rants  of  land  in  the  Floridas,  made  by 
his  catholic  majesty,  or  his  legitimat 
utlioritics  in  those  provinces,  subse- 
quent to  the  24th  of  Jammy,  1818,  are 
declared  to  be  null  and  void.  This  date,  I 
is  you  will  recollect,  was  agreed  to  on 
'he  part  of  the  United  States,  with  a 
full  and  clear  understanding  between  ns, 
that  it  included  the  gr  -.nts  alleged  to  have 
been  made  in  the  course  of  tiie  preced- 
ing winter,  by  the  king,  to  the  duke  of 
Alan  on,  the  count  of  Pulton  Rostro,  ami 
Mr.  Vargas.  As  these  grants,  howcv  r, 
are  known  to  the  government  of  the  U- 
nited  States  only  tront  rumor,  without 
the  knowledge  of  their  dates,  it  is  nrn- 
par  that,  oil  exchanging  the  .-alificVtim.s, 
your  govern  ment  "should  know  that, 
whatever  the  date  of  those  grams  may 
have  been,  it  was  fully  understood  by  ns 
that  they  are  all  annulled  by  the  treaty, 
as  much  as  as  il  they  had  been  specially 
named,  and  that  they  will  be  so  ItCi'i  by 
the  United  States.  To  avoid  any  pos  i- 
blc  misconception,  your  answer  to  this 
statement  is  requested  ; and  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  will  be  made,  under 
the  expii'  it  declaration  and  understand 
ing  that  all  the  aboveinentioncd  grants, 
and  all  others  derived  from  them,  arc 
null  and  void.

But,  that  at  the  same  time  that  T of- 
fer you  this  frank,  simple,  and  ingenu- 
ous declaration,  I have  to  express  to  you 
that,  if  my  conception  had  been  differ- 
ent, or  if  it  had  appear?  i to  me  that  any 
of  those  grants  were  prior  to  the  date  a- 
bovementioned,  I woulil  have  insisted 
upon  their  recognition,  as  the  honor  of 
the  ting,  my  master,  and  the  unques- 
tionable right  of  his  sovereignty,  of  his 
possessions,  and  the  disposal  of  them, 
obviously  required. 

I will  hasten  to  transmit  to  mv  govern- 
ment due  information  ofthe  whole;  and 
impressed,  as  I ant,  with  . the  conviction 
of  Ins  majesty’s  most  earnest  desire  to 
meet  the  wishes  of  the  president,  I per- 
suade myself  that  ho  wiil,  with  plea- 
srr.-,  participate  in  that  sentiment,  by 
admitting  the  explicit  declaration  which 
you  have  requested  of  me.  In  the  mean 
time,  I beg  you  will  favor  me  with  your 
answer  to  the  explanations  I requested 
yesterday,  in  relation  to  the  laic  act  of 
congress,  cone  ming  piracy.

The  '^mniittcc  on  Military  Affairs 
have,  according  to  order,  inquired  into 
•ne  exp  nd. mres  which  have  been  and 
likely  to  he  incurred  in  fitting  out  and 
proscuting  the  expedition  ordered  to  the 
mouth  ofthe  Yellow  Stone  river,  on  the 
Missouri,  and  concerning  the  objects 
•intended  to  be  accomplished  by  the  ex- 
pedition.

fully  expi  ined  by  tiie  letter  of  the  Se- 
cretary o Aar  to  the  chairman  of  tiie 
Military  committee,  (marked  B.)  The 
committee  have  also  obtained  a state- 
ment o(  the  distribution  of  the  army  of 
the  United  States,  its  total  strength  and 
the  strength  of  the  garrisons  and  posts 
(marked  C.)

( have  tnc  honor  to  repo  t,  that  several 
of  the  accounts  connected  with  those 
movements  have  not  been  received,  par- 
tculariy  that  of  colonel  James  Johnson, 
who  has  employed  as  a transporter  o! 
troops,  provisions,  and  Stores.  But,  or 
tne  most  liberal  estimate,  I am  convince 
T>  be  expense,  of  the  movement  for  th 
...Tcs.  .♦  year,  including  all  the  s ipji.  e- 
iurnuned  by  the  Quarter-master  s ck 
partment,  cannot  exceed  one  hundred 
and  sixty-three  thousand  dollars.  Frott 
ri  at  sum  should  lie  deducted  the  expens 
which  would  have  accrued  had  the 
t oops  remained  at  their  former  stations. 
?s  well  as  the  entire  value  of  the  barges, 
‘ a;teauz,  and  other  means  of  transporta- 
tion (the  property  of  the  government) 
attached  to  the  expedition  ; and  the  re- 
mainder will  be  the  amount  of  the  ex 
per.se  actually  incurred.  As  the  cstah- 
iishments  on  the  Mississippi  arc  included 
in  the  plan  cf  defence  for  the  western 
fiontier,  is  thought  tint  a statement  of 
he  movements  made, of  the  works  estab 
fished,  and  o!  tiie  expense  inclin  ed,  might 
tret  be  unsatisfactory. 

By  a reference  to  the  accompanying 
statements,  it  will  be  seen  tint  the  ex- 
penses of  tire  establishments,  both  on  the 
M.ssout  i anti  the  Mississippi,  will  dimin- 
ish every  year,  l’hose  statements  are  pre- 
dicated upon  arrangements  already  made 
for  the  supply  of  a part  of  the  provisions, 
all  the  forage,  fuel,  and  quarters,  and. 
after  the  next  year,  the  greater  part  o! 
tiie  transportation,  by  the  troops,  and  at 
nut  trifling  expense  to  the  public. 

No.  1.  shows  the  movements,  and  the 
works  established  by  the  troops,  on  both 
rivers. 

No.  2 is  a statement  of  the  expense 
incurred  by  the  movement  on  the  Missou- 
ri, and  an  estimate  of  tiie  probable  ex- 
pense for  the  ensuing  three  years.  You 
will  perceive  that  the  two  regiments 
have  cost  sixty-four  thousand  two  him 
dred  ant!  twenty-six  dollars  more  than 
they  would  have  cost  had  they  remained 
at  their  original  stations.  With  that  ail 
ditiottal  expence  one  of  the  regiments 
lias  been  moved  nearly  three  thousand 
miles;  barracks  have  been  erected  for  ;• 
thousand  men,  and  an  important  work 
has  been  established-  which  wiil  enable 
us  to  hold  in  check  fvc  powerful  and 
warlike  nations  of  Indians. 

No.  3 is  a statement  of  the  expense  in- 
curred in  making  the  establishment  on 
the  Mississippi,  with  an  estimateofthc  a- 
mount  requiredfor  the  nc  xt  3 years.  The 
troops  on  that  rivet-  have  co3t  Jess  than 
they  would  have  cost  at  their  fot  mer  sta- 
tions, in  consequence  of  their  having 
provid  -d  boats,  fuel,  quarters,  fee.  with- 
out expence  to  the  government.  The 
greater  part  of  the  transportation  on  th<- 
Mississippi  vvillbe  done,  in  future,  by  the 
troops,  by  which  a considerable  sum  will 
be  saved. 

No.  4.  is  a statement  ofthe  works  on 
which  it  is  proposed  that  the  troops  be 
employed.  It  is  believed  that  those 
' orks  may  be  accomplished  in  less  than 
three  years; they  will  be  important  itt  any 
plan  of  defence,  particularly  the  roads, 
and  the  avenue  performed  by  the  Fox 
and  Ouisconsin  rivers,  which  will  be 
necessary  to  afford  a communication  be- 
tween the  several  frontier  posts,  and  be- 


tween tlios"  posts  and  our  settlements.

Summary  of  the  movements  which  will  be 
made  by  the  troops  composing  the  Missouri 
and  Missippi  expeditious,  in  the  course  of 
the  running  season,  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  employ  them. 

It  is  proposed  to  move  the  rifle  rigi- 
nu-nt  from  the  Council  Bluffs  to  the  Man- 
dan  villages,  and  to  erect  barracks  thete. 
properly  defended,  for  five  hundred 
men. 

To  remove  r.onte  of  the  principal  oh- 
structions  to  the  navigation  of  the  Mis- 
souri river,  such  as  planters,  sawyers, 
and  rafts;  thik  work  may  he  accomplish- 
ed by  the  troops  on  the  Missouri,  ih  the 
course  of  three  winters. 

To  open  a road  from  Chariton,  in  the 
.Missouri  Territory,  to  the  Council 
Bluffs,  and  thence  to  the  Mandan  villa- 
ge. 

lo  open  a road  from  the  Council 
Bluff,  to  the  post  at  the  mouth  of  St. 
P tor's,  on  the  Mississippi. 

To  improve  the  navigation  on  the 
Ouisconsin  and  Fox  rivers,  and  connect 
them  by  a canal,  or  good  road,  in  ortlei 
to  facilitate  the  communication  between 
fort  Howard,  at  Green  Baj-,  and  Prairie 
tin  Chien,  on  the  Mississippi  ; those  ri- 
vers are  navigable  for  batteax,  within 
one  mile  of  each  other.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  c'f  War  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Military  Committee. 

Department  of  Wjr, 

29 th  Dec.  is  19. 

S;r:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  recent 
date,  requesting  to  be  informed  of  tiie 
expenditures  which  have  been,  and  which 
are  likely  to  be,  incurred  in  fitting  out 
and  prosecuting  the  expedition  ordered 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Yellow  Stone,  on 
the  Missouri  river,  and  of  the  objects  in- 
tended to  be  accomplished  by  the  expe- 
dition, I have  the  honor  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing statement : 

I he  enclosed  report  and  estimates 


from  the  Quarter  master-general, mark- 
ed N s.  1,  2,  3,  4;  with  a statement  of 
tne  duty  performed,  and  that  whieh  is 
outemplated,  exhibit  the  expense  ofthe 
expedition  up  the  Missouri,  for  the  last, 
and  the  next  succeeding  three  years, 
with  a similar  statement  in  relation  to- 
that  on  the  Mississippi.  Though  thei 
last  is  not  referred  to  in  your  letter,  yet, 
as  the  two  movements  constitute  a part 
ofthe  same  system  of  measures,  I believ- 
ed that  it  would  not  be  unacceptable  t<x 
the  committee  to  receive  a statement  of 
the  whole  of  the  expenses  incurred, 
or  likely  to  be  incurred,  in  its  execu- 
tion. 

The  expedition  ordered  to  the  mouth 
of  the  yeliow  Stone,  or  rather  to  the  M-m- 
d n village,  (for  the  military  occupation 
of  the  former,  depending  on  circumstau.- 
ces,  .»  not  finally  determined  on,)  is  a 
part  of  a system  of  measures,  which  has, 
for  its  objects,  the  protection  of  our 
northwestern  frontier,  and  the  greater 
extension  of  our  fur  trade.  It  is  on  that 
frontier  only  that  we  have  much  to  ft  r 
from  Indian  hosti.Ui- S-  The  tribes 
southwest  are  lither  so  inconsklerabii* 
or  so  surrouuded  by  white  papulation, 
and,  what  is  of  not  less  importance,  so 
cut  ff  with  intercourse  from  all  forei  vn 
nations,  that  there  are  reasonable  grounds 
to  believe,  that  we  shall,  in  future,  be  al- 
most wholly  exempt  from  imltati  war- 
fare iuthat  quarter,  very  different  is  th© 
condition  of  those  on  our  northwest. r» 
border.  They  are  open  to  the  influence 
of  a foreign  power,  and  many  of  the  mosC 
warlike  and  powerful  tribes,  who,  by  the 
extension  of  our  settlements,  are  becom- 
ing our  near  neighbors,  are  yet  very  lit-> 
tie  acquainted  with  our  power.  To 
guard  against  their  hostility,  it  has  bepn 
thought  proper  to  increase  our  forces  ora 
that  frontier  from  1 to  3 regiments  ; ai-d 
to  occupy  new  posts,  better  calculated  to 
cutoff  all  intercourse  betweeen  the  In- 
dians residing  on  our  territory,  and  foi> 
eign  traders  or  posts;  and  to  garrison 
them  with  a force  sufficiently  strong  t<* 
overawe  the  neighboring  tribes.  With 
this  view,  measures  have  been  taken  to 
establish  strong  pos  s at  the  Council 
Bluff  and  the  Mandan  village,  on  the  Mis-* 
s mri ; at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Peter’s  or* 
the  Mississippi;  and  the  falls  of  St.  Ma- 
ry’s between  lakes  Superior  and  Huron. 
T he  posts  at  Green  Bay,  Chicago,  Rock. 
Island,  and  the  Prairie  du  Chien,  will 
still  be  continued.  The  posts  at  u o 
mouth  of  the  St.  Peter’s  and  at  the  Coun- 
cil Bluff,  have  airaady  been  occupie-  j 
and  that  at  the  Mandan  village  will  pro- 
bably be,  the  next  summer.  The  posi- 
tion at  the  falls  of  St.  Mary’s  has  been 
reconnoitred,  and  it  is  intended  to  make 
preparation  the  next  summer  to  occupy 
it.  The  occupation  of  these  posts  with 
an  adequate  force,  will,  it  is  believed,  by 
establishing  over  the  various  tribes  iu  that 
quarter  the  influence  of  our  government* 
and  preventing  or  diminishing  that  of  o~ 
thers,  have  the  most  beneficial  effects. 
The  positional  the  Council  Bluff  is  a ve- 
ry important  one,  and  the  post  will  con- 
sequently be  rendered  strong,  awd  will 
be  occupied  by  a sufficient  g.irrji^n.  It 
is  about  half  way  between  St  Lduis  and 
the  Mandan  village;  an<’  is  at  that  point 
on  the  Missouri,  which  approaches  the 
nearest  to  the  post  at  the  mouth  ofthe 
St.  Peter’s  with  which,  in  the  event  of 
hostilities,  it  may  co-operate.  t is  be- 
sides not  more  that  one  hundred  and 
eighty  miles  in  advance  of  our  settle- 
ments on  the  Missouri,  and  is  in  the  cen- 
tre ofthe  most  powerful  tribes,  and  the 
nvost  numerous  Indian  population,  west 
ofthe  Miss.ssippi.  It  is  believed  to  be  the 
best  position  on  the  Missouri,  to  cover 
our  flourishing  settlements  in  that  quar- 
ter, and  ought,  if  it  were  wholly  uncon- 
nccteu  with  other  Objects,  to  be  establish- 
ed for  that  purpose  alone. 

The  position  at  the  Mandan  Villager 
lias  been  Selected  for  a military  post,  ort 
account  of  the  many  advantages  which 
it  is  supposed  to  possess.  At  that  point, 
toe  Missouri  approaches  nearest  to  the- 
Hudson  Bay  Company;  on  the  Red  river 
of  the  lakes,  hear  the  mouth  of  the  As- 
sinaboin,  and,  at  the  same  point,  it  takes 
a direction  to  the  south,  which,  in  the  e- 
vent  of  hostilities,  would  render  it  more 
difficult,  for  any  force  which  mfght  be 
brought  against  it  from  the  possessions 
of  our  northern  neighbors,  to  interrupt 
its  communications  with  the  posts  be- 
low. It  is  besides  well  situated  to  pro*' 
tect  our  traders,  and  to  prevent  those  of 
the  Hudson  Bay  Company  from  extend- 
ing their  trade  towards  tne  head  wate  ra 
of  Missouri,  and  along  the  Rocky  mou  n- 
tains,  within  our  limits,  which  tract  of 
country  is  said  to  abound  more  in  fur, 
and  oi  a better  quality,  titan  any  other 
ponton  of  inis  continent.  The  post  at 
Hie  mouth  of  the  St.  Peter’s  is  at  the 
head  of  navigation  on  the  Mississippi, 
and,  in  addition  to  its  commanding  nosi- 
tions,  in  relation  to  the  Indians,  it  pos- 
sesses great  advantages,  either  to  pi  otecC 
our  trade,  or  prevent  tnat  of  foreigner!* 
The  post  contemplated  at  th-  lads  -if 
St.  Mary’S,  wili,  it  is  believed,  be  of  v -y 
great  importance.  The  position,*.:  has 
been  stated,  has  been  reconnoitred  and 
it  is  found  that  the  con. m unication  be- 
tween the  two  lakes  can  be  commanded 
from  our  side,  as  the  channel  passes  close 
unde,  ti  e w stem  shore.  The  post  may 
be  nubiisned  and  unnuuiucd  at  a very 


little  additon&l  expense.  When  tlics* 
posts  are  an  established  a;  d occu[)ied, 
i3  believed,  with  judicious  conduct  o. 
the  part  of  our  officers,  that  our  north 
western  frontier  will  be  rendered  much 
more  secure  than  heretofore,  .and  that 
the  most  valuable  fur  trade  in  the  world 
will  be  thrown  into  our  hands. 

Trade  and  presents,  accompanied  by 
taDvS  calculated  for  the  purpose,  are  a- 
mong  the  most  powerful  means  to  con 
trol  the  action  of  savages;  and,  so  lo.ng 
as  they  are  n T ided  by  a foreign  hand, 
our  frontier  must  ever  be  exposed  to  t lie 
calamity  off  d.an  warfare.  By  th  trea- 
ty of  ! 794,  Great  Britain  obtained  th- 
right  of  trade  and  intercourse  with  the 
Indians  residing  on  our  territory  ; which 
gave  her  nearly  a monopoly  ol  thetradi 
with  tlie  various  tribes  of  the  lakes,  th- 
Mississippi,  and  Missouri, and  a decided 
control  oveh  all  their  measures.  The 
effects  of  this  •tendency  over  them  must 
he  remembered  and  lamented,  so  long  as 
the  history  of  the  late  war  shall  be  pe- 
rused. The  most  distressing  occurren- 
ces, and  the  greatest  -'i.-asters  of  that  pe-j 
rio  , may  ! e distinctly  ‘raced  to  it.  This 
right  ot  intercourse,  and  trade  with  t.iej 
Indians,  which  has  proved  to  us  so  per-! 
nieious,  terminated  in  the  war,  and  was! 
not  reserved  hy  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  and,! 
in  the  year  1816,  congress  passed  a law, 
which  authorised  the  President  to  pr  >- 
Jiibit  foreigners  from  trading  with  the  In- 
dians residing  within  our  limits,  and  in- 
structions have  been  given,  under  the  act,! 
to  prevent  such  trade;  but  is  obvious 
that  the  act  and  instructicns  to  Indian  a-j 
agents  can  have  but  little  efficacy  to  rem- 
edy the  evil.  Without  a military  force, 
properly  distributed,  the  trade  would 
■till  be  continued,  and,  even  if  it  were 
prevented,  that  which  is  more  pernicious! 
wotdd  stilll  remain— Indian  talks  at  the 
British  p s:s,  accompanied  with  a pro- 
fisc i istribution  of  presents. 

1 -‘is  intercourse  is  the  great  source  of 
danger  to  our  peace;  and,  until  it  is 
stopped,  our  frontiers  cannot  be  safe.  It 
is  . stint  a ted  that  upwards  of  three  thou- 
sa' d Indians,  from  our  side  of  the  lakes, 
vivted  M -nlcn  aud  Drummond’s  island 
the  last  year;  and  that,  at  the  latter 
place  alone,  presents  were  distributed  to 
them  to  the  amount  of  ninety  five  thou- 
sa  d dollars.  It  is  desirable  tnat  this  in- 
tercourse should  terminate  by  the  at  t cf 
th>  British  gov. -rum'  nt ; and  it  is  believ- 
ed that  it  has  been  continued  by  its  agents 
-in  Canada,  rather  in  consequence  of  the 
practice  before  the  late  war,  under  tht 
treaty  of  1794,  than  by  the  direct  sanc- 
tion and  authority  of  that  government. 
Its  attention  has,  however,  been  called  to 
it,  through  the  proper  department;  and. 
as  it  is  wholly  inconsistent  with  t lefriend- 
Jv  r lations  between  the  two  countries, 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  permitted 
in  future.  The  occupation  of  the  con- 
templated posts  will,  in  the  mean  time, 
put  into  our  hands  the  power  to  correct 
• the  evil.  The  post  ou  the  lakes  will  en 
able  the  government,  not  only  to  check 
effectually,  all  trade  with  foreigners  in 
th  U quarter,  but  also  to  restrain  the  In- 
dians from  passing  our  limits.  On  that 
side, the  remedy  will  he  complete.  On 
the  Mississippi  and  the  Missouri,  the 
posts  at  the  St.  i’e  er’s  and  M >ndan 
vilia  e are  well  selected  for  the  same 
purpose.  From  the  lake  of  the  Woods, 
West  ward  ly,  tne  49th  parallel  of  latitude! 
is  t.ic  bourn  ary  established  by  the  late 
te  j.iM'nt  * . between  the  United  States, 

» d the  British  posses, i ns.  The  Hud- 
s u Bay  and  Noitu  West  companies 
.have  several  po^ts  and  trading  establish- 
ments, which  are  believed  to  be  much 
south  of  this  line,  and,  consequently  with- 
in our  territory.  When  the  boundary 
is  ascertained  and  marked,  the  policy  of 
the  act  of  the  29th  April,  1816,  already 
ret  erred  to,  may,  by  means  of  these 
posts,  be  effectually  enforced;  and  in 
t iat  quarter, as  well  as  ont  sside  cflh 
lakes,  we  shall  have  th.e  power  to  exclude 
foreigners  trom  trade  and  intercourse 
with  the  Indians  residing  within  our  lim- 
jts.  Tlie  facility  of  communication,  by 
the  Mississippi  and  Missouri,  with  our 
posts  on  those  rivers,  isso  much  greater 
than  that  between  Hudson  Bay  or  Mon- 
treal, (particularly  without  passing  thro’ 
our  territory)  and  the  British  posts  north 
of  ours,  that  our  ascendency  over  t.  e 
Indims  of  th  isv  rivers,  both  as  to  trade 
and  power,  ought  with  judicious  meas- 
ures on  our  part,  to  be  complete. 

I deem  it  my  duty  respectfully  to  sug- 
gest to  the  committee,  as  it  is  intimately 
connected  with  the  subject  of  the  presen 
system  of  Indian  trade  is  defective  ; and 
that,  besides  endangering  the  peace  of 
our  country,  it  cannot  meet  on  equal! 
terms,  the  well  or  -anized  trading  associ- 
-rations  of  our  northern  neighbors.  I will, 
however,  forbear  from  presenting  any 
additional  observations  on  this  point,  as 
the  repoit  which  I had  the  honor  to  make 
the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  5th 
December,  1818,  contains  my  views  in 
re  la  ion  to  it. 

The  ultimate  success  of  the  contem- 
plated measures  must,  necessarily  de- 
pend very  much  on  the  manner  in  which 
th-y  are  executed.  With  this  impres- 
sion, great  care  has  been  taken  to  select 
©Tu  ers  every  way  well  calculated  to  ef- 
fect the  obj  -cts  of  government.  Strict 
orders  have  also  been  given  to  use  ever 
eff.rt  to  preserve'  peace  with  the  Indians, 
and  impress  them  favorably  with  our 
e a'-acter  ; an  I i r ffu  ds  me  much  pleas- 
ure to  state  to  the  committee,  that  the|

IN  SENATE. — January  10. 

The  senate  made  progress  on  some 
private  bills,  and  heard  some  reports  on 
private  claims,  which  lie  on  the  table. — 
T wo  or  three  resolutions  were  submitted, 
which  also  lie  on  the  table  one  clay  of 
couise.  The  whole  will  be  given  in  de- 
tail to-morrow.  At  an  early  hour  the 
senate  went  into  consideration  of  Execu- 
tive business,  in  which  they  were  occu- 
pied until  their  adjournment. 


HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Numerous  petitions  were  this  morning 
presented,  and  referred  to  the  considera- 
tion of  various  committees. 

Mr.  Rhea,  from  the  committee  on 
Pensions  and  Revolutionary  Claims, made 
an  unfavorable  report  on  the  petition  of 
Edward  Smith,  executor  of  Philip  Bush; 
which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Williams,  TN.  C.  from  the  com- 
mittee of  Claims,  made  unfavorable  re- 
ports on  the  petitions  of  Samuel  Dale,  of 
Maty  Scars,  of  Hannah  Cavis,  of  Rich- 
ard Mansfield,  and  of  the  levy  court  of 
Calvert  county,  Maryland;  the  first  of 
which  reports  was  committed  to  a com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  an  l the  rctnaidcr 
ordered  to  lie  on  tne  table. 

VACCINE  INSTITUTION. 

Mr.  Kent,  from  the  select  committee 
to  whom  the  consideration  of  the  peti- 
i'-n  on  the  subject  had  been  referred,  re- 
ported a bill  to  incorporate  the  Mana- 
gers of  the  National  Vaccine  Institu- 
tions ; which  was  twice  read  and  com- 
mitted. 

Mr.  Southard,  from  the  committee  on 
Indian  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  St. 
".ouis,  in  Missouri,  praying  to  be  incor- 
>rated  to  carry  on  the  fur  trade,  made  a 
report  unfavorable  to  the  said  petition, 
which  *vas  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table. 

Tne  following  message  was  received 
from  the  President  of  tlie  United  States, 
v the  hands  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Monroe. 

To  the  House  f Representatives  t,f  the 
United  Star  s : 

In  compliance  vvit.i  a resolution  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  of  the 
'24th  of  December,  18 1 9,  requesting  me 
to  cause  to  be  laid  before  it  any  infor- 
mation I may  possess  respecting  cer 
tin  executions  which  have  been  inflic- 
ted on  the  army  of  the  United  States 
since  the  year  1815,  contrary  to  the  laws 
nd  regulations  provided  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  tlie  same,”  I transmit  a re- 
port from  the  Secretary  of  War,  con- 
taining a detailed  account  in  relation  to 
the  object  ol  said  resolution. 

JAMES  MONROE. 

Washington , Jan.  8,  1820. 
Accompanying  the  message  was  trans- 
mitted to  the  House  the  report  from  the 
War  Department,  referred  to,  and  sun- 
dry documents;  all  of  which  were  read 
andoideretl  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Cannon,  of  Tennessee,  offered 
for  consideration  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on 
Revolutionary  Pensions  be  instructed  to 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  amend- 
the  law  on  the  subject,  sj  as  to 
p.ace  soldiers  and  officers  on  an  equality, 
by  allowing  to  each  an  equal  portion  of 
ne  bounty  of  tlie  Government. 

The  house  having  agreed,  by  a bare 
tu  joritv,  to  consider  the  resolution  : 

Mr.  Cannon  perceiving,  from  this 
vote,  that  thorc  was  much  objection  to 
the  preposition,  made  a few  remarks  in 
support  of  it.  During  active  service,  he 
admitted  that  the  compensation  ought  to 
be  in  some  degree  proportioned  to  rank  ; 
but,  where  tne  bounty  of  the  Government 
was  dispensed,  to  relieve  the  necessi- 
ties of  those  who  had  served  it,  bo  tho’t 
the  principle  of  equality  should  be  es- 
tablished, aud  he  tnat  served  as  an  offi- 
cer and  lie  who  served  as  a private 
siiould  be  considered  as  having  been  re- 
stored, on  quitting  the  public  service,  to 
the  grade  of  citizens  from  which  they 
had  sprung.  These  general  principles, 
Mr.  C.  enforced  by  a number  of  re- 
marks, all  tending  to  the  same  point. 

Mr.  Strother  enquired  of  the  mover, 
whether  his  object  was  to  raise  the  pen- 
sion of  the  privates  to  that  of  the  officers, 
or  to  reduce  the  pension  of  the  offic  ers 
to  the  same  amount  as  that  of  the  pri 

Vales  ? 

Mr.  Cannon  said  that  would  be  a ques- 
tion for  the  committee  to  determine 
should  the  resolution  pass,  and  which 
their  report  upon  the  subject  would 
hereafter  bring  before  this  house  for  its 
decision. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the 
adoption  of  me  resolution,  and  decided 
in  the  negative,  74  to  70.

enquiry  into  the  expediency  of  making 
further  provision  for  the  amelioration 
of  the  condition  of  the  Indians  a:..! 
for  securing  the  peace  of  the  frontiers, 
being  before  the  Senate  for  its  conside- 
ration!— 

Mr.  Johnson,  of  Kentucky,  said,  that 
the  nsouliiun  originated  in  a perusal  of 
the  report  on  tl.a  im  sitr.nt  mo  emect 
of  the  government,  called  the  I",  I low 
\tone  expedition.  It  was  my  intern ioi 
esterday,  to  have  given  a summary  of 
my  views  in  relation  to  that  subject ; hu* 
declined  it  from  the  com  iction  that  a 
more  suitable  opportunity  would  offer, 
on  the  maturity  of  some  measure  which 
must  grow  outohit.  The  measure  which 
the  resolution  contemplates  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  policy  pursued  by  the  go- 
vernment, from  its  commencement,  in 
relation  to  the  natives,  the  amelioration 
of  their  cun  lition,  t!  c blessings  of  civili- 
zation— and  not  a system  of  anhinilation. 
The  great  means  o influence  over  the 
sons  of  the  forest,  are,  trade  and  inter- 
course ; and  as  nothing  can  restrain  the 
effects  of  this  influence,  they  should  be 
wisely  regulated.  It  is  a fact,  established 
both  by  the  report  alluded  to,  and  the 
most  authentic  information,  that  the  a- 
varice  aiid  profligacy  of  Indian  traders, 
has  often  had  a direct  tendency  to  coun- 
teract the  benign  effei  ts  of  this  policy, 
and  to  circumscribe  the  influence  of  ben- 
evolent societies,  devoted  to  the  work  of 
their  instruction  in  the  prcceptsof  Chris- 
tianity. 

While  we  have  an  army,  its  principal 
strength  should  be  seated  upon  the  wes- 
tern waters.  The  military  establishments 
about  to  be  made,  are  more  important 
in  tlie  consequences  which  they  involve, 
than  those  of  any  former  period.  It  is 
expected,  by  every  part  of  tiie  nation

prosecuted  to  its  utmost  design.  Pre- 1 
vituis  to  this  movement  of  the  War  de- 
partment, our  whole  northwestern  fron- 
tier, from  the  waters  of  Green  Bay  to  the 
the  Arkans  -s,  was  protected  by  a single 
regiment.  By  the  present  arrangement, 
it  has  three  times  that  force  assigned  tu 
it,  which  is  still  but  a small  proportion, 
compared  with  the  magnitude  of  the  ob- 
ject. The  most  happy  results  arc  com- 
bined in  this  change.  The  greatest  and 
most  exposed  territorial  frontier  of  the 
« hole  nation,  now  enjoys  security  : while 
the  positions  taken  are  equally  favorable 
to  the  protection  of  our  most, defenceless 
maritime  frontier,  the  Guiph  of  Mexico, 
through  which  all  the  commerce  of  the 
west  must  pass.  The  stations  selected 
arc  well  calculated  to  preserve  the  health 
of  the  troops  ; an  i,  in  case  of  danger,  the 
facility  and  rapidity  of  the  movement 
down  the  Mississippi  anti  iis  tributary 
streams,  would  meet  in  time  the  most 
■sudden  invasion. 

To  maintain  these  military  posts  and  to 
occupy  them  with  due  proportion  of  our 
. rmy,  I conceive,  sir,  to  be  a legitimate 
object  of  cx|  emlitnre  ; and  the  westerr 
sections  of  the  Union  accept  a continu- 
al! e oi  these  operations. 

I shall  ever  consider  it  my  duty  to  pro- 
mote the  disbursement  of  a fair  propor- 
tion f public  money  in  the  w<  st,  \vi-  n 
it  can  lie  done  to  the  ben,  fit or the  whole 
community.  1 here  are  m r y objects  of 
that  character, some  of  which  i ni  y ic- 
come  necessary  for  me  to  present  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Senate ; fur  I give 
it  as  my  opinion,  and  I believe  it  also  to 
be  in  accordance  with  that  of  the  Treas- 
ury department,  that  a reasonable  expen- 
diture for  objects  of  national  utility  in  the 
west,  will  not  diminish  the  revenue,  nor 
increase  the  amount  of  the  financial  e- 
ficiency.  What  is  thus  circulated,  will 
go  into  the  hands  of  the  people  ; and,  by 
enabling  them  to  purchase  public  lands, 
and  make  payments  on  debts  already 
contracted  under  fairer  prospects,  would 
return  into  t .e  public  coffers.  The  re- 
venue in  the  west,  I presume,  has  accu- 
mulated to  a million  and  a half  of  dollars, 
which  cannot  be  withdrawn  at  this  tube, 
without  draining  it  of  all  the  silver  and 
gold  which  it  contains,  to  the  ruin  of 
thousands  of  it?  most  meritorious  inhab- 
itants. 

As  to  the  economy  which  has  been  oh: 
served  on  this  point,  no  individual  will 
charge  the  War  department  with  ex- 
travagance. Any  gentleman  who  will 
give  himself  the  trouble  to  examine 
the  transactions  of  that  department,  will 
be  fully  satisfied  that  the  most  economy 
has  been  uniformly  observed  ever  sinco 
tlie  administration  of  it  devolved  upon 
the  present  incumbent.  I n this  particu- 
lar case  the  only-  fear  is,  that  the  desire 
of  executing  this  object  at  a small  ex- 
pense, may  retard  its  accomplishment  be- 
yond the  period  contemplated. 

In  concluding  I will  observe,  that  econ- 
omy, at  all  times,  should  be  regarded  as 
a national  virtue,  nnd  is  especially  desi- 
rable at  this  moment;  but  the  whole  na- 
tion is  deeply  interested  in  this  military 
establishment,  and  its  accomplishment 
is  confidently  -expected  bv  that  section 
which  I have  the  honor,  in  par  t,  to  repre- 
sent. •

Arismeitdi  had  quitted  Angostura 
to  take  command  of  the  army  of  tne 
east  (i  c of  Cum  ana  and  Barcelona)  and 
expected  to  collect  6000  troops  to  co-op- 
<‘i  atc  v.  ith  the  other  divisions.  The  e- 
vacuation  of  San  Fernando , by  Murillo 
;s  confirmed;  and  the  reason  will  suon 
appear;  for,  Soublette  has  beaten  La 
Torre  most  decisively,  and  occupied 
the  town  and  valley  of  Cucnta.  “ In 
short,  says  one  of  our  correspondents,

The  schooner  Ama  da, 
Davis,  ot  Baltimore,  had  arrived  the;© 
from  Lima,  and  was  to  sail  in  14  dajsafk 
ter  for  Coquimbo — ship  Flying  Fish, 
Fitch,  uncertain. 

Extract  a letter  dated  St.  Thomas,  Dee. 

1 1,  1819. 

“ I have  only  time  to  inform  you  that 
a v.-bs>  i arrived  yesterday  from  a royal* 
sts  port  on  tuc  -lain,  and  brings  theim- 
icrtant  intelligence  of  Bolivar  being  at 
tlie  head  of  fftecn  thousand  men,  well 
liseipiined,  and  marching  rapidly  for 
Caraccas.  Morillo  lias  only  • bout  four 
thousand  to  oppose  him.  Uliere  can  be 
ittle  doubt  but  this  campaign  will  put  an 
-nd  to  the  war  in  that  quarter.  In  fact 
we  consider  here  that  the  independence 
of  Venezuela  is  established.  I have 
much  more  to  say,  but  the  vessel  is  un- 
lor  way.”

FROM  HAVANNA. 

We  hear  no  verbal  news  by  the  Uni- 
ted States  schooner  Lynx.  Letters" 
mention  that  when  this  vessel  put  into 
that  port,  a very  considerable  sensation 
was  produced  in  the  public  mind,  under 
a belief  that  her  object  was  to  apprise  the 
American  merchants  of  the  probability

THE  MISSOURI  QUESTION. 

The  discussion  of  this  very  important  sub- 
ject has  at  length  commenced  in  the  Notional 
Legislature.  The  bill  for  the  admission  of 
Maine  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
some  short  time  before  our  last  dates,  and  was 
sent  up  to  the  Senate.  A proposition  was  suc- 
cessfully made  in  the  latter  body  to  amend  the 
bill  by  incorporating  a provision  for  the  ad- 
mission of  Missouri.

It 
was  supported  by  Mr.  Otis,  Mr.  Roberts,  and 
Mr.  Dana — and  opposed  by  Mr.  Barbonr,  Mr. 
Logan  and  Mr.  Smith.  Upon  the  questionbe 
ing  talc-n  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  following  was 
the  result :

Against  it  :::::::  25 

So  it  appears  that  a majority  of  the  Senate 
will  not  agree  to  receive  Maine  into  the  Union, 
•Unless  it  be  in  company  with  Missouri — with- 
out restriction.  The  enemies  to  an  extension 
of  slavery  west  of  tne  Mississippi  will  have  an 
addition  by  the  unaccountable  election  of  Mr 
Rems  Kino,  of  New  York,  to  the  Senate;  but 
his  influence  will  be  confincd  merely  to  a vote 
— inasmuch  the  subject  has  been  so  .luclrean- 
vusedthat  every  member  will  have  fixed  bis 
opinion  unalterably. 

In  discussing  the  bill  in  the  House  of  Rep. 
xesentalives,  on  the  30th  December,  the  eon 
nexion  of  Missouri  with  it  was  incidentally 
spoken  of.  Mr.  Clat  avowed  on  the  fli*  , 
that  he  would  not  support  the  reception  of 
the  former  as  a state,  unless  the  latter  were 
admitted  without  condition.  The  union  of 
provisions,  in  one  bill,  for  the  admission  of  the 
two  proposed  new  states  is  not  without  prece- 
dent. Vermont  and  Kentucky  came  into  the 
confederacy  at  the  same  lime.  The  debates 
of  the  Senate  are  not  yet  given.  If,  when 
they  do  appear,  we  shall  find  room,  it  w ill  be 
cur  disposition  to  give  some  oftlie  best  speech-

THF.  PROPERTY  LAW. 

Just  before  we  closed  our  paper  last  even- 
ing, we  conversed  with  Col.  J.  S.  Smith,  (of 
Madison)  a member  of  (he  Legislature,  who 
furnished  the  information  that  the  bi'l  to  ex- 
empt property  from  sale  under  execution  un- 
less it  would  command  a certain  portion  of  its 
value,  was  lost  in  House  of  It.  .ir»scntatives, 
on  Wednesday  night — 11  to  39 — on  the  ques- 
tion, “ shall  the  bill  be  engrossed  and  read  a 
third  time  ?” 

But  little  doubt  was  entertained  by  any  one 
that  a Replevin  Law  would  pass. 

The  subject  of  settling  the  boundary  line 
between  this  state  and  Tennessee  was  still  un- 
der discussion  in  the  Senate  yesterday.  The 
rSsult  of  the  deliberations  of  that  body  on  this 
matter  was  uncertain.

It  is  however  ascertained  that 
should  the  property  bill  be  defeated,  a 
replevin  law  of  12  months  will  pass, 
though  the  friends  of  the  property  fea- 
ttir'  are  still  sanguine  in  their  hopes  of 
success  I'  was  anticipated  at  an  early 
period  ofti.  session,  that  many  of  those 
who  profess  <1  to  be  friendly  to  the  pro- 
perty law,  would  abandon  it  as  soon  as 
thosuspension  of  specie  payments  should 
occur,  and  therefore  tiie  real  friends  of 
the  bill  were  inclined  to  postp  ne  thee- 
Icction  of  directors  until  it  oould  pass. 
This  anticipation  has  been  in  some  mea- 
sure realized,  and  we  now  hear  the  com- 
mon as  ertiott,  that  a suspension  will  af: 
ford  ample  relief  This  prediction  would 
be  entitled  to- consideration,  if  the  'bank 
could  practically  ami  with  propriety  dif- 
fuse its  pap  -r  to  seit  the  wants  of  those 
distressed,  the  instant  the  60  day  law 
ceased  its  operation.  But  reflecting 
men  know,  that  the  bank  Jnust  necessa- 
rily be  many  months  engaged  in  the  dis 
irihuuon  of  a medium,  which  it  has  re- 
quired eighteen  months  to  withdraw 
from  circulation.’ — She  must  he  cautious 
o Whom,  and  to  what  amount  to  make 
loans  ; and  thus  all  tin  se  for  whose  ben- 
efit a relief  bill  would  be  necessary, 
would  sink  under  the  pressure. 

On  the  oilier  hand,  the  suspension  has 
invigorated  the  efforts  of  the  advocates 
oftlie  bill.  They  say,  with  great  plau- 
sibility, that  this  measure  lias  rendered 
the  adoption  of  a property  protection 
absolutely  necessary. — If  the  bank  he 
permitted  to  refuse  the  paymentof  debts, 
shall  she  be  allowed  the  benefit  of  exist- 
ing laws  to  sacrifice  the  property  of  her 
debtors  in  making  collections  ? and  it 
the  morird  corruption  of  the  times,  is  it 
not  confiding  greatly  in  the  integrity  of 
its  management, when  an  opportunity  will 
be  afforded  (though  probably  not  em- 
braced) of  hank  favoritts  purchasing  in 
the  property  of  their  neighbors,  whose 
destinies  have  fallen  upon  evil  times? 

There  would  have  been  no  excitement 
as  to  the  nature  and  operation  of  a pro- 
perty bill,  if  it  had  been  adopted  a num- 
ber of  years  ago  as  the  law  of  the  land. 
Such  has  been  the  law  of  Massachusetts, 
of  Ohio,  of  Pennsylvania  and  ofV  irginia, 
in  substance. — It  is  preferable  to  a re- 
plevin law,  as  it  sinks  all  costs  and  inter- 
ests, and  confines  the  transaction  and  its 
responsibilities  to  the  contracting  par- 
ties.— A replevin  law  must  in  its  opera- 
tion must  innocently  involve  third  per- 
sons, in  all  cases  where  debt  can  be  re- 
plevied ; which,  by  the  by,  will  not  al- 
ways take  place.

He  is  trading  upon 
a false  capital,  and  wishes  to  delude,  and 
p.rhaps  to  entrap  his  fellow  citizens.  It 
is  urged  that  til.  frail  bark,  of  many  use- 
ful traders  ar<  buoyed  upon  Lie  tide  of 
credit,  and  borne  to  the  safe  harbor  ol 
independence  and  opulence  ; and  that 
mercantile  < nterprize  would  he  bufi’etted 
and  shipw  recked,  if  subjected  to  the  tem- 
pi stv  and  rocks  of  public  exposure. — 
This  is  sometimes  the  fee*. 

But  it  is  more  frequent  that  the  mer- 
chant who  embarks  with  a rotten  hull, 
is  plunged  into  the  abyss  of  ruin  and  sinks 
with  him  many  of  his  dependent  friends 
and  countrymen.  It  is  best  that  a few 
rash  mariners  should  be  sacrificed  to  the 
propitiatory  safety  of  the  ocean. 

There  arc  some  palpable  advantages 
which  would  accrue,  by  giving  publiciti 
to  the  concerns  of  banking  institutions 
The  people  of  Kentucky  have  been 
taught  by  sad  experience,  to  look  upon

the  first  symptom  of  disease  might  be 
perceived  and  avoided;  or  father  all 
would  he  kepi  pure  and  healthy  under 
the  eve  of  a vigilant  public. 

It  in  to  he  regretted  too,  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  community  are  not  better 
know. i to  i sch  otir.-r  It  is  not  unfre- 
quent  that  a citizen  of  apparent  fortune 
a. id  QpuLi.ce,  suddenly  explodes  to  no- 
lhi.i.4u  s . The  inroads,  of  debt  and  in- 
cumbrance can  lie  seen  from  evety 
quarter,  except  from  the  clandestine  as- 
saults oi  t-.e  banks.  Can  a solid  pillar  of 
ct  edit  be  crcc ted  upon  an  unsound  base  ? 

1 be  fortune  ol  a citizen  should  be  so  laid 
tiiat  its  foundation  may  be  seen,  and  rs 
materials  examined.  It  would  then  be 
known  xjictlier  the  bouse  of  the  mer- 
chant or  tracer  was  built  upon  a rock, 
where  safety  r. fight  be  found  within  its 
walls.  1 he  world  would  then  be  advis- 
ed ofthe  first  dilapidation,  and  i.s  failing 
crash  rr.yjht  be  avoided  by  a timely  no- 
tice. 4 ‘ | 

The  strongest  argument  in  favor  of 
the  exposition  of  banks  is  drawn  from  a‘ 
constitutional  source.  Incorporations, 
if  they  are  worth  any  thing,  must  confer 
privileges,  which,  as  individuals,  cannot 
be  enjoyed.  Wheti  they  arc  drafted 
with  tne  most  vigilant  pen,  it  is  difficult 
to  conceal  their  prominent  repugnance 
to  the  constitution. 

If  their  conduct  and  transactions  were 
exposed  to  view,  it  would  strip  them 
ol  not  the  leas'  invidious  privilege  they 
enjoy.  It  is  a serious  grievance  to  the 
country  that  the  avenues  to  justice  a- 
gaii  st  the  banks,  are  so  blot  ked  up,  as 
to  at/iount  almost  to  a denial  of  the  as- 
sistance of  the  law.  It  is  also  impressed 
upon  the  minds  of  :any  by  sad  experi- 
ence, that  the  more  dignified  securities 
ol  the  banks,  enable  them  to  pursue  the! 
citizen  with  ail  the  power  of  law.  The

single  instance  alluded  to  is  to  he  found 
in  the  remedy  upon  an  endorsed  note. 
The  citizen  is  forced  to  a tedious  rou- 
tine of  two  actions  ; while. the  banks  can 
seek  their  remedy  or  exercise  their  ven- 
geance by  a single  and  a more  simple 
process. 

But  these  advantages  have  not  a di- 
rect application  to  the  subject.  It  is  a 
much  mere  serious  and  alarming  privi- 
lege, that  the  banks  and  the  directors  of 
banks,  arc  enabled  to  swallow  the  ef- 
iects  of  Kae  baulu  upt,  while  the  equally 
.utmost  creditor  is  deceived  and  mined. 
A'licn  a debtor  to  the  bank  begins  to 
otter,  lie  is  supported  until  by  mortga- 
ges and  other  securities,  the  institution 
is  made  safe.  When  tiiat  is  effected 
it  assails  him  with  a volley  of  protests, 
and  when  it  iias  eaten  film  to  the  bone, 
it  turns  him  an  outcast  from  its  favors, 
and  a victim  to  rs  persecution.  This 
unjust  prc-err.inence  would  he  taken 
[com  the  banks,  if  their  transactions  were 
pen  to  public  inspection. 

It  is  too  duty  of  every  good  legisla- 
ture to  strip  th  m of  all  undue  prero- 
gatives. and  to  reduce  them  to  the  true 
level  of  repub.ican  equality.

It  is  with  Lie  most  sincere  regret  1 
inform  v .u  of  the  loss,  by  fire,  of  the 
Count  de  Sun  illici  ( Joseph  Bonaparte's) 
valuable  house  at  Point  Breeze. 

This  morning,  Hciwccn  the  hours  of 
eleven  and  twelve,  the  fire  was  discover- 
ed. It  had  taken  place  in  a small  cham- 
ber in  the  center  of  tiie  house  and  com- 
municated to  every  paitof  the  building, 
in  so  shell  a space  of  time,  that  it  was 
with  the  utmost  exertions  of  tue  inhabi- 
tants of  Bordenlown,  tiiat  the  nrest  valu- 
nble  I’ urs)ituit.  and  t’aintings  w.re  sav- 
ed. The  short  time  allowed  for  remov- 
al, .and  the  immense  strength  of  the 
doors  and  windows,  prevented  several 
gentlemen  who  heroically  attempted 
getting  into  a chamber,  which,  unfortu- 
nately, was  locked,  and  in  w liich  some 
valuable  paintings,  books  and  furniture 
Were  consumed.
